2. With respect to the Assistant Chiefs 
under certain conditions they become th 
Chief and outside employment by _ ther 
would be subject to the same objection. 


8. With respect to the other member 
of the Fire Department, Section 165 of th 
Rules and Regulations provides that mer 
bers shall not be called for duty during tl 
24 hours off, unless in cases of emergency) 


4. I also call your attention to Chapte 
27 of the City Charter, Section 395, whic 
provides: “If a member of the Fire ar 
Police Department becomes totally disable 
while a member of the Police or Fire D 
partment of the City of Lansing, he shz 
be placed on the retired list of policem 
nnd firemen.” Further, in Section 2! 
total disubility is defined as follows: ‘“To 
disability shall be construed to mean a 
injury or the contracting of any diseas 
or illness while a member of the fire . 
department of the City of Lansing arisi 
out of or in the course of such empl 
ment which shall permanently prevent su 
person from performing his duties in st 
department.’’ 


It can readily be seen that a fireman w 
works at a local plant on his day off wo 
become a greater hazard to the City 
Lansing than one who does not. The 
creased hazard would not necessarily 
limited to a financial one, but it is ec 
ceivable that it would endanger not o 
the fireman’s life but the lives of oth 


It is, therefore, my opinion § that 
Board of Police and Fire Commissior 
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cannot give their consent to any course of 
action on the part of a fireman which 
might, in turn, endanger the property or 
the lives of the people of the City of Lan- 
sing.

The new Police Pension System becomes 


effective January 1, 1944, at which time 
an added 3% of the salaries of the mem- 
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bers of the Police Department will be de- 
ducted to meet the requirements of the 
charter amendment. This will mean that 
25% of their basic pay will be with-held, 
not mentioning the 10% that some mem- 
bers are having deducted for War Bonds. 
It is needless for me to say that the cost 
of living is still on the up grade. ; 


Therefore, I am requesting that the 
salaries of the first, second and third year 
patrolmen, three radio operators and the 
mechanics be increased 5%, commencing 
on January 1, 1944, and continuing for the 
balance of the fiscal year. This increase 
would be based on their salaries, the cloth- 
ing allowance excluded. 


The amount necessary to carry this with 
our present personnel will be twenty-five 
hundred and two dollars, $2502.00. I am 
informed by Secretary Duncan that the 
money is available.

On December 3, 1943, probationary pa- 
trolman Ward Burns, while driving a City 
bus, was issued a traffic violation ticket, 
as the result of an accident in which he 
was involved. A person receiving a traf- 
fic summons is allowed seventy-two hours 
in which to report to the Court and an- 
swer the charge. 


On December 6, 1948, Burns went into 
the Justice Court with his Attorney and 
plead not guilty, and asked for a jury 
trial, which was set for December 16, 1943. 
This is his right, as the Constitution grants 
every man “his day in Court, and right of 
trial by jury.”’ In this case it would mean 
that two’ police officers would have. to tes- 
tify against another officer. This situation 
would not be very good for the depart- 
ment, neither would it help our public 
relations. 


On December 10, 1948, one week after 
Burns received the summons, I dropped 
him from the Department, and instructed 
Captain John Early to take his City prop- 
erty. 


On December 8, 1943, Burns received his 
second traffic summons as the result of 
an accident. On this summons he paid a’ 
fine of three dollars. 


Ward Burns was appointed on the usual 
probationary period of six months, April 
30, 1948.
